Navy Department Is Alert. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—The cruiser

|MOROS IN NIGHT ATTACK 


KILL AMERICAN SENTRIES. 


Natives of Mindanao Surprise Outpost 
at Camp Vicar and Get Away—Two 
Soldiers Dead, Two Wounded. 3

YACHT SUNK IN NIGHT STORM. 


Vessel Thought to Be One of the New 
Tork Fleet Goes Down Off Massa- 
chusétts Coast. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 13.—A yacht, possibly 
one from the New York fleet which made the 
run to Marblehead, has been sunk off Eastern 
Point, probably causing loss of life.

Overocker Gives His Testimony. 

“I was employed as a steamfitter at the 
asylum,” said Overocker, and was doing 
some repairs in the kitchen, where about 
thirty women and some men were employed. 
There was an adjoining room, of considera- 
ble size, free to both men and women, which 
was frequented at times by both sexes, al- 
though generally not used. I went in there 
to fix a steam pipe, and found a woman 
patient named Lizzie, as I recollect it, and 
aman called Henry. I reported the matter 
to Chief Cook Epps and Assistant Cook 
Taylor, and they both laughed at me and 
said such a thing as that did not count. After 
1 noticed the same occurrence three times I 
reported it to Miss Decos, the woman in 
charge, and saw no more of it.” 

It was in this kitchen that Lena Dxystra 
was employed, along with some twenty other 
insane women. Some of the men there were 
insane and some were attendants. An in- 
vestigation was made of the geography of 
the place by the investigators, and it was 
found to be as Overocker had testified. 

Before the testimony of Overocker had 
been heard; the four members of the state 
board of charities, not including Judge Gib- 
bons, went into executive sessfon and drew 
up the report to Acting Gov. Northcott 
which is given in the foregoing. The execu- 
tive chamber at Springfield was connected 
with the hospital by long distance telephone 
wire while this-was being done. 

When Judge Gibbons returned from his 
dinner in the city this report was presented 
to him, and he agreed to sign it, holding that 
no testimony had been offered to preve cases 
of cruelty to patients. 

It was given out tonight, however, that 
this report sent to Northcott is simply pre- 
liminary to a detailed report to be issued 
later, in which the asylum will be held up as 
a model of good management. 

The interest here tomorrow centers in the 
question whether there will be any opposi- 
tion to the service of the writ of habeas 
corpus taking Ball to Chicago.

THE DISTRIBUTION oy PROSPERITY. 
So long as the erop bulletins of the 
weather bureau are like that issued this 
week prosperity Will occupy the attention 
of the farmers to the exclusion of all other 
issues. When wheat is good and oats are 
plentiful, when the corn yield is to be enor- 
mous and the cotton yield heavy, instead of 
thanking beneficent nature the citizen in- 
clines to say this is a great country and 
we are a great people.” The farmer does 
not bother himself with the statistician’s 
figures of doniestic and foreign consump- 
tion and per capita profit, He is satisfied 
that conditions in the corn states of the 
upper Mississippi valley are favorable to a 
gigantic crop and that the poorer sister 
states of the south are glorying in the nice 
mixture of rain and drought which produces 
the best quality and the greatest quantity, 
of cotton. 
The distribution of rainfall has, on the 
whole, been even, though im some parts of 
the middle west, notably about the lakes, it 
has been heavy enough to injure oats and 
retard the harvesting of wheat, while in 
some other sections more rain is needed. 
‘But While complaints of too much or too 
little rain are heard here and there, the 
area of agricultural prosperity is an enor- 
mous one this year.
